Seattle, Wash., Nov. IB.—The steam- 


er Dix, Captain 
P. Lennon, bound 


from Seattle to Port Blakely with pas- 
sengers, sank two miles north of Alkl 
point shortly after 1 o'clock last night, 
after having collided with the steam- 
ship Jeanle, Captain P. H. Mason, of 
the Alaska Coast company. 


Forty-one passengers and members 


of the crew of the Dlx are missing and 
thirty-nine saved.

Half In the Lower Deck. 


Of the seventy-nine or eighty per- 


sons aboard the Dix, more than halt 
were on the low.er deck when the col- 
lision occurred. 
They were penned 


In there and had absolutely no chance 
for their lives. 
One fifteen-year-old 


girl, of all the survivors, is known to 
have made her way from the lower 
deck and to have escaped with her 
life. 
All the members of the crew, 


save CaptaJn Lermon, who happened 
to be above In his fare-collecting 
round, and a deck hand, went down 
with their «teamer. So far as known 
everyone who managed to get free 
from the wreck was saved. 


Immediately 
after 
the 
Jeanie 


brought the story of the collision to 
Seattle, the tugs Bahada and Tyee, 
the passenger steamer Florence K., 
and the Jeanie were ordered out to 
cruise about the Bound for floating 
bodies. One by one the boats .have 
put back this mornfng without having 
found anyone. 


Bodle* Swept Fir Away. 


The tide was ebbing when the col- 


lision occurred and If there were any 
bodies nt the surface they have prob- 
ably been swept far down the sound 
The others are likely burled with the 
nix. one hundred fathoms below the 
surface. 


Alice Slrnson, one of 
thfl 
women 


passengers who was rescued, never 
swam a stroke In her life. She was 
thrown oft the deck of the Dlx when 
the boat settled into the water and 
was kept afloat by her clothing. To- 
day she is at Provident hospital tinder 
the Influence of opiates to quiet her 
nervos. 


Captain William Tobin, ma»t«r of 


the Invincible, loading at Port Blake- 
ly, with lumber. Is said to have saved 
two lives besides his own. 


Port Blakely contributed almost the 


entire roll of the dead. Port Blakely 
Is a town supported entirely by the 
lumber plant of the Blakely Mill com- 
pany and the town today is almost 
helpless in Its grief. Not a wheel is 
turning and the entire population is 
trying in some way to aid In the effort 
to recover bodies. Memorial services 
for the dead probably will be held in a 
day or two.

Explodes at Close of Mass. 


The last mass had just been conclud-

This altar is at the end 


of the right aisle, and it was near here 
that the bomb had been placed. 


As the canon turned to bless the 


communicants there was a tremen- 
dous roar, which echoed through the 
lofty arches of the immense dome like 
a thunder clap. At. the 
same 
time 


a dense smoke spread throughout this 
portion of the bascilica and a strong 
odor of gunpowder filled the air. Con- 
fusion and panic at once seized the 
people. The canon at the altar tried 
to stem tho tide of fear. He shouted 
out: "Do not. be afraid: it is nothing, 
merely the noonday gun." 


His words, however, had little effect. 


They were refuted by the smoke and 
tbo pungent smell of powder, and the 
people continued tholr headlong flight. 
Chairs were overthrown, making tho 
confusion more 
serious. 
Men and 


women fled, stumbling In all direc- 
tions. Tho screams nf 
women 
and 


children were heard on all sides, and 
for a few moments it ncemed as If 
nothing could obviate a prave disaster. 


The vast slzo of the church, how- 


ever, gave room for the crowd to scat- 
ter and at the end of a few moments

CRAPSEY Witt UNFROCKED 


Noted Minister is Declared Heretic by High Episcopal 


Authority Confirming Trial Findings. 


Buffalo. N. Y.. Nov. 19.—Rev. Alger- 


non Crapsey, of St. Andrews' Episco- 
pal church, Rochester, is condemned 
to suspension from the church as tho 
result of the decision of the ecclesias- 
tical court of reviews In a report made 
public today. The court sustains the 
decision that Rev. Crapsey should be 
suspended for heretical teachings. 


The announcement of the decision 


made was as follows: 


"The court of reviews has affirmed 


the decision of the lower court In the 
case of Rev. Algernon Crapsey, D. D." 


A CELEBRATED CASE. 


Crapsey 
Incident Has Attracted a 


Widespread Interest. 


New York. Nov. 19.—The Crapsey 


case has 
attracted 
wide attention 


since the publication of Dr. Crapsey's 
book on "Religion and Politics," and 
also since he preached a number of 
sermons in which it is charged he 
taught doctrines which were contrary 
to the faith of the Protestant Episco- 
pal church. Dr. Crapsey In reply to 
these charges contended that he had 
only preached according to what he 
believed to be true. He contested the 
proceeding against 
him 
vigorously, 


and among the counsel he employed 
was Edward H. Shepard, one of the 
most noted lawyers of New York. Mr. 
Shepard, in arguing in behalf of Dr. 
Crapsey, contended that Dr. Crapsey 
had acted within his "Ights through- 
out and had shown 
himself 
to be 


straightforward and sincere In all his 
preachings. 


The charges against 
Dr. Crapsey 


were first heard by an 
eccleantical 


court at Batavia 
arid 
after a trial 


which attracted 
wide attention the 


court reported a verdict 
sustaining 


the charges. An appeal from this de- 
cision which was immediately taken 
was heard by the board of review ot 
the Protestant Episcopal church.-whlch 
met In this city. The sessions extend- 
ed over a period of several weeks and 
the noted counsel who appeared for 
and against Dr. Crapsey In the Batavia 
trial again appeared and reargued the 
entire case at Jeneth. The final ses- 
sion, of. toe board of review was held 


last week and at its conclusion an- 
nouncement was made that a decision 
had been reached hut wnnld not be 
announced until it had been served 
upon Dr. Crapsey and the bishop of 
the western New York diocese. 


This decision, which was announced 


today, apparently brings the Crapsey 
case to an end. Under it Dr. Crapsey 
will be suspended from exercising the 
functions of a minister of the Protest- 
ant Episcopal church until such time 
as his teachings conform to the doc- 
trines of the Apostles and Nicene 
creeds. There can be nn further ap- 
peal, as the board of review which 
heard the appeal from the original de:

bo made: first, even if the adulterated 
article is not known to be adulterated

ST. PETER'S, ROME

the people were surging toward the 
doors, excited and nervoua but order- 
ly. 


All In Church Cioape. 


As soon as the smoke cleared away 


a hasty examination showed that no- 
body bad been hurt In the crash and 
furthermore that no one had been 
wounded by the explosion. Calm was 
gradually restored and the crown re- 
turned to view the extent of the dam- 
age. 


It was discovered that the bomb 


bad been placed nndor a scaffolding 
which had been erected to facilitate 
repairs to' tho roof exactly over the 
celebrated tomb of Clement XUT. by 
Canova, which consists of a figure of 
the pope and two lions and which la 
the most remarkable pleco of sculp- 
ture In the basclllca. This tomb ranks 
wnong tho flnent efforts of 
modern 


•culpturo nnd by Its execution Canova 
established his reputation. 


When the first gendarmes 
reached 


the spot the scaffolding was found to 
be smoldering, but this flro was easily 
extinguished. The tomb was found to 
t>e absolutely uninjured and even the 
pavement shows scarcely any sign of 
the explosion. An examination of the 
remains of the bomb leads to the sup- 
position, unless It was crudely pro- 
pared on purposo to mislead, that It 
Van manufactured In the country and 
brought Into Rome. 


It IS believed that tho bomb had 


a long fuse in order to enable tho 
criminal to gain the piazza before the 
explosion. It has been impossible to 
trnce him and no one has any recol- 
lection of seeing a man who, by his 
movements, might have aroused sus- 
picion. 


Pope Hear* Roar at Prayer*. 


The pope was engaged In his regu- 


lar noon hour 
devotions when the 


bomb went off. He heard a muffled 
sound which surprised but did not 
•larm him. 
Mgr. • Misdate!!!, aubpre- 


fect of the apostolic palaces and Mgr. 
BIsletl,. major domo of the Vatican, 
at once hurriedly entered the pontiff's 
chamber. They were so pale that the 
pope Immediately asked, 'What has 
happened?" 


"Do not be alarmed, holy father," 


was the answer. 
"A bomb has ex- 


ploded In the basilica, but fortunately 
there are no deaths to deplore and no 
one has been wounded." 


The pontiff asked anxiously If the 


church had been Injured. Upon being 
reassured he fell on his knees, saying 
he must Implore mercy for the mis- 
guided perpetrator of the deed. 


Cardinal Merry Del Val, tho papal 


secretary of state, wa« In the Borgia 
apartments busily at work with his 
private secretary at noon and did not 
hear the explosion. 
The explosion 


produced no alarm outside the basil-

Bomb * Crude Affair. 


Every piece of the bomb that could 


be found was gathered up by the po- 
lice and 
carefully examined. 
The 


bomb evMently consisted of a largo 
tin box bound tightly together with 
wire of two sizes. It must have con- 
tained over two pounds of gunpowder 
und three pounds of nails. The nails 
were of three ilzem. some seven Inches 
Ions, and 10 heavy that the force of 
tho explosion threw them but a short 
distance. 
The nails were enveloped 


In newspapers dated Nov. 16 and 17, 
proving that the bomb was prepared 
clthar Saturday or Sunday. 


There is a certain nervousness In 


tho city and people are apt to magnify 
small events. This was exemplified 
yesterday afternoon when the explo- 
sion of a firecracker in tho new tun- 
nel above which stands the qulrinal 
caused considerable excitement and 
alarm, people fearing another bomb 
outrage. It was soon discovered, how- 
over, that the cracker had been set 
off by a boy as a joke. 


The theory Is held that this at- 


tempt was not directed against, tho 
papacy, but rather a challenge to so- 
ciety In general by attacking religion, 
the moat «acr«d Institution of the peo- 
ple. 


Attempt Regarded With Horror. 
A three day*' service of prayer will 


be celebrated in all the churches In 
expiation of this offense to religion. 


This bomb explosion makes the 


third anarchist outrage in Italy In four 
dayi, the other two being th« murder 
of Prof. Rossi In Naples Saturday and 
the explosion of a bomb in front of 
the cafe Aragno In this city on Nov. 
14. 


The attempt of 
yesterday has 


caused de«p teated and universal hor- 
ror and Indignation on account of the 
locality selected by the miscreants, 
and the resentment of the people Is 
great. St. Peter'i Is the greatest basil- 
ica in Christendom. It took 350 years 
in the bnllding and stands today a re- 
sult of the efforts of forty-three popes 
and the genius of Michael Angelo, 
Bramante and Raphael. 


Tho commission of trach an outrage 


in such a place haa called forth un- 
limited condemnation, and is charac- 
terised as proving that the perpetra- 
tors of tha crime were actuated by 
feelings 
worse than those 
which 


moved the vandals and the Saracens. 


Pope Showt Great Nttrve. 


Soon after the outrage the pope 


went to the throneroom, where he ad- 
mitted to private audience Mgr. Ken- 
nedy, rector of the American college, 
who presented to his holiness Mr. and 
Mrs. Louis J. McCIoskey, of Philadel- 
phia, and Paul 8. King, of New York, 
who noticed that the pope was pale 
and labored under some emotion. 


After this reception the pope pro- 


ceeded to the hall of the consistory, 
where he received about 200 persons, 
Including twenty-five 
students 
of a 


South American college, to whom he 
delivered a short address. 
None of 


these persona knew anything 
about 


the explosion. 


Sig. Masslmlnl, the Italian minister 


of finance, was lunching at the Cafa 
Aragno wften he heard the news. He 
Immediately took a cab and drove rap- 
idly to St Peter's, where he met a 
number of the papal authorities, in- 
cluding Connt Camlllo Peco.l.a nephew 
of Leo XIII. and commandant of the 
Palantlne guard. 


Under the great dome In St. Peter's,

chlno canopy, elands the high altar. 
It is directly over the tomb of St. Pe- 
ter.

The confession is surrounded by a 


circular balustrade of marble, from 
which are suspended nearly a hundred 
lamps, which burn 
day 
and night. 


From the altar a double flight of steps 
leads to the shrine, kneeling before 
which is Canova'B statue of Pius VI. 
On the right, in the nave in front of 
the altar, in a marble chair, sits tha 
bronze statue of St. Peter, the 
ex- 


tended foot of tho saint being much 
worn by tho constant kisses Implanted 
upon it by devotees. 


At the four corners of the altar are 


tho enormous buttress 
piers 
upon 


which tha dome of St. Peter's rests, 
and In the niches of which are statues 
of various saints. 


The 
great 
Baldacchlno 
canopy, 


which is ninety-five feet high, was de- 
signed In 1033 by Bernini, and was 
cast from bronze taken from the Pan- 
theon by Urban VIII. The weight of 
the canopy Is estimated at nine-three 
tons and its cost at $110.000. 


At the end of the Tribune, some dis- 


tance back of the High Altar, is the 
bronze chair of St. Peter, which was 
executed in 1667 from designs by Ber- 
nini, at a cost of $120,000.

BAMMED AND SUNK

launch life rafts or boats before she 
was almost entirely submerged. Pas- 
sengers jumped from the decks Into 
the water; women screamed and offi- 
cers and men called orders that could 
hardly he heard above the din. The 
passengers from the Dix who could 
swim made their way to the sides of 
tne Jeauie and were dragged aboard. 
The Jeanie v.-as not moved until after 
all who had reached her had been 
hauled aboard. Then she cruised bout, 
picking up several who had managed 
to stay above water. It was after 10 
o'clock before the Jeanie 
left 
the 


scene of the catastrophe and steamed 
to the Virginia street dock, Seattle, 
with her thirty^nine survivors. 


The Jeanie. of the 
Alaska 
Coast 


company, had finished unloading at 
the Great Northern docks at Smith's 
cove and had 
started 
for Tacoma 


shortly before 7 o'clock, just about the 
same time the Dix left the flyer docks 
for Port Blakely. 


There were no passengers on the 


"'.anie., The Dix was making the last 
tup of the night and was well filled 
with passengers. 


How Collision Occured. 


When within about two miles north 


of Alkl point, the two steamers were 
within a short distance of each other, 
steaming along converging lines. The 
captain of the Jeanie says he signalled 
for the Dix to pass him and his whistle 
was answered. 
The Dix was then 


within speaking distance of the Jeauie 
and to the port of her. 


Suddenly Mate Dennison, who -was 


at the wheel of the Dix, put her hard 
over to starboard, as if to cross In 
front of the other vessel. 
Captain 


Mason, of the Jeanie, who was on the 
bridge, saw that an accident was im- 
minent and called a warning to the 
man at the wheel of the Dix. 


Captain Mason gave the signal to re- 


verse his engines and his vessel was 
slowly backing away when they came 
together. 
There 
was but a slight 


crash, the force of the collision from 
the Dix coming against the side of tho 
larger vessel and not that of the heav- 
ier craft against the smaller. 


Then. Panic Followed. 


For a minute all was still, then a 


panic followed. 


When the Dix started to sink, stern 


first, passengers and members of the 
crew leaped Into the sound. Some of 
the pasengers huddled together In 
groups on the deck while others knelt 
in prayer. 


The women, who had little chance 


for their lives,' stayed with the sinking 
steamer and were drowned, as In a 
trap. 


Captain Lermon Is a well known 


navigator and has the reputation ot 
being one of the ablest sound pilots 
leaving Seattle. He Is a man of about 
45 years of age and has been'at sea 
since a boy. The Dix sank In N100 
fathoms of water. 
The Jeanie, the 


government launch Scout "and several 
tugs have gone to the scene of the 
wrtck to search for bodies. 


Story of the Master of the Dix. 
Captain' P. Lermon. master of the 


steamer Dix, told the story of the col- 
lision after arriving at Seattle. 
He 


was shaking with tHe cold, his eyes 
still dilated with the horror of his ex- 
perience. 


"I don't know how It happened," 


he said. "Charier; Dennison, mate of 
the boat, was at the wheel. We were 
just about two miles duo north of Alkl 
point and running at the usual speed. 
There was nothing to hinder us. 
It 


was .1 fine clear night and the water 
was like a mill por.d. I had seen the 
lights of a steamer on our starboard 
quarter some time before but. had not 
paid any attention to them. 
I went 


below to collect the fares. The boat 
w:is crowded. There were 79 passen- 
gers on board and it was quite a task 
to get all the fares. 
I have been on 


the run for the past thirteen years 
and know almost, everybody aboard. 
, Jeanie Looms Up; Crash Comes. 


"When I was in the ladies' cabin I 


heard the bell signal to stop. 
In a 


moment I thought that 
something 


must be wrong and rushed forward to 
see what was up. Just as I got on 
deck on the starboard side I saw the 
bow of a vessel loom up and almost in- 
stantly she struck us. The jib boom 
crashed through us just aft of amid- 
ships and heeled the Dix over like a 
top. She careened like a flash on her 
port bow and'lay there for a minute 
or two with the water rushing in and 
all over. 
I was thrown against the 


deck house. For an instant the wind 
was knocked out of me and I was al- 
most paralyzed. The steamer lay for 
almost two minutes on her port beam. 
This was exactly at 7:24 o'clock as 
my watch stopped then. In a moment 
I recovered my breath and sprang 
upon the house. Just then the steamer 
heeled back to starboard. 


Rush of Water; Screams of Women. 
•'There was another rush of water, 


cries and screams of men', women and 
children. 
Many o£ the 
passengers 


were penned below and could not pos- 
sibly escape. Then the steamer turned 
her bow up. She filled and her stern 
went slowly down, until the bow was 
standing straight half out of the wa- 
ter. 
For an instant I clung to the 


railing. The sight fascinated me with 
horror. Lights were still burning and 
I could see people inside of the cabin. 
The expressions on the faces were of 
Indescribable despair. What took place 
in that cabin will never be known as 
no people were saved from there. 


"I leaped Into the water and man- 


aged to keep myself afloat. 
Other, i 


from the sunken steamer were float- 
ing near me. Every onco in a while 
one who had been swimming until his 
strength gave out would throw up his 
hands and with a last despairing cry. 
sink. This happened time after time. 


No Sign of Lost Vessel. 


"Finally a boat came to inc. 
By 


that time I was Indifferent and did not 
care whether I was saved or not. On 
board the Jeanie were 36 of our 79 


passengers. The rest were drowned. 
There was no sign of my little steam- 
er. She was gone completely and be- 
fore we left there was not even a rip- 
ple on the surface to mark the spot 
where the terrible 
tragedy had oc- 


curred. 


"I don't think the vessel was very 


badly damaged by the collision. 
It 


was the heeling over on her port beam 
that caused her loss. She filled with 
water as soon as she went over and 
that' took her down.

Indiana Senator Purposes a 


Drastic Measure for 


Congress. 


Richmond, Ind., Nov. 19.—Senator 


Albert J. Beveridge made 
the 
an- 


nouncement yesterday that at the 
opening of the coming session of con- 
gress he will introduce bills prohibit- 
ing the labor of children throughout 
the country and making more rigid the 
present meat inspection law. 


The announcement was made at a 


meeting of 
representatives of 
the 


Young Men's Christian associations of 
Indiana and Ohio. The senator said 
the child labor bill will provide that 
no railroad, steamship, steamboat or 
other carrier of interstate commerce 
shall transport or accept for transpor- 
tation the product of any factory or 
mine that employs children under 14 
years of age. Every carrier ot inter- 
state commerce shall require an af- 
fidavit from every factory or 
mine 


owner shipping Its product that It does 
not employ children under 14 years of 
age, the form of the affidavit to he pre- 
scribed by the department 
of com- 


merce and labor or the Interstate com- 
merce commission, with heavy penal- 
ties, both civil and criminal, for vio- 
lation of the law. 


The bill, If It becomes a law, he be- 


lieves, will stop the practice of ruin- 
Ing the future citizenship by working 
children In factories and mines. Theie 
Is no other way, he said, to reach this 
growing evil. A federal statute can- 
not be passed directly controlling the 
factories and mines In 
the states. 


That Is the province of the states. 
But congress has absolute power over 
the railroads, boats, ships and other 
agencies 
ot Interstate 
commerce, 


and 
unlimited 
power 
under 
the 


constitution to provide that they shall 
not carry the products of factories and 
mines which employ children. 


The bill to amend the meat Inspec- 


tion law will require the putting of the 
date of Inspection on every can of 
meat product, the packers to pay-the 
cost of Inspection. 


These two provisions, the 
senator 


said, are demanded by the people, and 
agitation for them will not cease until 
these provisions become a part of tho 
law.

Hoosier Bandits. 


Chicago, Nov. 19. — Policeman Luke 


Fitzpatrick is dead and Charles Han- 
son, an ex-convict. Is dying in St. Ber- 
nard hospital as the result of a fight 
which took place early today on the 
station of the elevated road at Sixty- 
third street and Madison avenue. 


Hanson and a companion last night 


entered a grocery store In Hammond. 
Ind., kept by a man named Haustgun. 
blew open the safe and escaped with 
several hundred dollars in money, and 
negotiable papers worth a considera- 
ble sum. Officers of the Hammond po- 
lice force pursued them out of town, 
but the robbers escaped after exchang- 
ing several revolver shots with the po- 
licemen. 
Later the robbers boarded 


an electric car bound for Chicago, and 
the conductor, who had heard of the 
robbery, being suspicious of thorn, as 
soon as the car reached Chicago, in- 
formed Officer Fitzpatrick. who was 
standing near tho foot of the stairway 
leading up to the elevated station. 
Tho robbers had already mounted the 
stairs and Fitzpatrick and the conduc- 
tor followed 
them. Fitzpatrick 
or- 


dered them to halt, and they at once 
opened fire on him. Fitzpatrick was 


struck several times and fell down 
the stairs. After reaching the bottom, 
however, he raised himself on his el- 
bow and emptied his revolver at Han- 
son, who ran down the stairs in the 
effort to escape. 
Hanson fired sev- 


eral more shots at 
the 
officer, and 


when Fitzpatrick was taken to the 
hospital he was found to be suffering 
from seven wounds. He died in a 
short time. Policemen Birch and Wil- 
son, who had heard the firing between 
Hanson and Fitzpatrick, hurried up 
as Hanson was running 
away and 


Birch shot him through the back, in- 
flicting a fatal wound. 


After being taken to the hospital 


Hanson admitted that he had taken 
part in the robbery

store, and some of the papers and 
money were found on him. He said 
that he was born in Bloomington, 111., 
in 1872. and had served sentences In 
the prisons at Fort Madison. la.: Rusk, 
Tex.; Nashville. Tenn.: Columbus, O, 
and Michigan City. Ind. For several 
years. Hanson said, ho was a member 
of a gacs that terrorized the people In 
the neighborhood of Rusk. Tox. His' 
last sentence was Michigan City, Ind., 
and he was released from there on 
probation August 30.
